Hurry-up calls are oomiig 
from the south now for feed 
and hay, A, message from 
Hon. A. J. McLean, who is at 
present en a trip through Leth- 
bridge district, states that ten 
ear loads of hay are wanted at 
once at Taber, -and’ similar 
news is being received by the}; 
departhent of agriculture 
from other. points through the 
south country. The dip in| the 
weather caught the ‘farmers 
red,: and. the livestock 
81 ute is represented as like- 
ly to be serious if immediate 
‘relief is not forthcoming. 

Difficulty is being found in 
filling these emergency orders 
b reason of the fact that little 
or none of-the hay in the north 
has yet been baled. The balers 
have in some cases taken their 
outfits into.the hay, countr 
and are now ready ‘to begin 
work, but so far not enough 
has been put up to make ship- 
ment possible. 

May Be Hay Famine 

. In the meantime the word 
from the south is that farmers 
and stockmen are using up all 
the supplies of all kinds that 
they still have on hand, which 
generally speaking are meagre 
enough. The snowfall has had 
the effect of shutting down on 
outdoor feeding considerably 
sooner than was expected, and 
in many cases‘the result is that 
‘livestock is running uncomfort 
ably near to the famine line. 


Everything possible to re- 
lieve the situation will be done, 
it is stated by the department 
officials, but at the best it will 
be a matter of considerable de- 
lay before the hay can be baled 
and shipped, Some-- supplies 
are coming in from Saskatche- 
wan and Manitoba, and these, 
it is hoped, will prove sufficient
